Queenston quar¬ 
ry owner donates 
limestone to 
match original

A kid in a candy store. 

For stonemason John 
Laundry, that’s the equiva¬ 
lent of a trip to the 
Queenston Quarry, only his 
recent adventure was even 
better. He was given the 
opportunity to pick out the 
perfect piece of limestone for 
the restoration of the bulging 
south wall of Queenston’s 
Willowbank Estate. 

He found Just what he was 
looking for—a perfect, no¬ 
fault remnant large enough 
to carve a replacement first- 
floor window sill. 

Laundry, the head stone¬ 
mason and a teacher at the 
School of Restoration Arts at 
Willowbank, spent last week 
lovingly carving the detailed 
work of the sill that will 
match the limestone of the 
other sills and details of the 
estate—stone that was mined 
almost 200 years ago from 
the same quarry, and stone 
that is unmatched in quality 
and strength, he says. 

The 64-inch slab of lime¬ 
stone, which was donated to 
Willowbank by quarry owner 
Frank Racioppo, was loaded 
on to a truck with machinery 
also supplied by Racioppo, 
and sent to Old World Stone 
in Burlington, where they 
generously donated their 
time and labour to cut it 
down to size for tooling.

Racioppo is also donating 
several large Queenston 
limestone remnants to be 
stored at Willowbank for 
future restoration projects. 

The other window sills, 
along with the band around 
the building, which are also 
Queenston limestone, were 
able to be repaired, says 
Laundry. 

With a mallet and chisel, 
the stonemason spent about 
three days hand-fluting the 
front of the sill, with the par¬ 


ticipation of his three-man 
team of stonemasons and 
Willowbank students. 

Racioppo's contribution, 
said Laundry, offered the 
ideal solution—limestone 
from the same quarry as the 
original. 

There are other more 
plentiful sources, but of an 
inferior quality. 

"There is still lots left (at 
the Queenston Quarry),” 
said Racioppo. 

“But the larger the piece 
the more rare it is. And this 
piece has no fractures or

There is an unmined vein 
on the east rock face—the 
face furthest from the pro¬

There are several signifi¬ 
cant historic buildings in 
Ontario that were con¬ 
structed of Queenston lime¬ 
stone, so more could be 
needed for future restora- 

Although aggregate was 
sold from the quarry up 
until about five years ago, 
limestone hasn’t been 
mined since the 1970s, said 
Racioppo. 

The Queenston lime¬ 
stone, made of dead coral 
and sea shells, is anywhere 
from 100 to 300 million 
years old, he said. Fossils 
found by visiting geologists, 
identified as 200 million

years old, are on display at 
the Royal Ontario Museum. 

Laundry, who appren¬ 
ticed with a skilled stone¬ 
mason for about two years 
on a York Road home, 
decided as a result to take 
his young family to England 


so he could take further 
training. It’s been about a 
10-year journey, but he’s 
back in Queenston, working 
on the restoration of 
Willowbank and training 
students to do the work he 
has come to love.

He was 
asking council whether the 
enforcement should contin¬ 
ue during the discussion 
period or be put on hold 
until its conclusion. 

"Are we saying we’ll leave 
them alone until we get an 
answer, or are we going to 
continue to go through the 
enforcement battle?” he 

“We’re looking for an 


interim solution.” 

Councillor Gary Zalepa 
said if the town is going to 
look at options, “I don’t 
think we should be throw¬ 
ing tickets at businesses. We 
need to work with them. 
Tickets are not the answer." 

But Councillor Dennis 
Dick said his vision for the 
Old Town doesn’t include 
neon signs, which will make 
it look like another Clifton 
Hill. He supported looking 


for more appropriate solu¬ 
tions, and ticketing busi¬ 
nesses that continue to defy 
the sign bylaw. 

The planning committee 
asked for a subcommittee of 
the heritage committee to 
work with business owners 
on a solution and directed 
staff to continue bylaw 
enforcement in the mean¬ 
time. Their recommenda¬ 
tion will go to council for 
ratification Monday.

The town’s planning 
committee has voted to 
send in a construction 
company to carry out work 
that is required to com¬ 


plete a decade-old site plan 
agreement, at a cost of 
almost $67,000, on two 
adjoining businesses in 
Virgil. 

The property of Italian 
Pizza and Subs, owned by 
Councillor Martin Mazza, 
and the lot next door, 
owned by his parents and 


rented out to a business 
downstairs with an apart¬ 
ment upstairs, require 
extensive servicing to satis¬ 
fy the town. 

The work includes curbs, 
paving, regrading, top soil 
and sod, storm sewer later¬ 
als and landscaping to the 
Niagara Stone Road prop-

erties to comply with the 
site plan agreement. 

While it’s the first time 
the town has taken such an 
aggressive step, the plan¬ 
ning department has given 
the owners several oppor¬ 
tunities to amend the site 
plan agreement or do the 
work needed to complete 
it, without seeing any 
progress, said planning 
director Stephen Bedford. 

The planning report says 
the work will begin in April 
and take about 15 days. 

A $10,000 letter of credit 
that came with the site plan 
agreement will be cashed, 
and the rest of the cost 
placed on the tax roll, with 
a lien to be placed on the 
two properties, the report 

Although the Mazzas’ 
solicitor sent a letter at the 
eleventh hour asking for a 
March 1 extension to put a 
$75,000 line of credit in 
place, with a June 1 dead¬ 
line of having the work 
completed, councillors 
said there had been several 
extensions granted over 
the years, with unsuccess¬ 
ful results.

Councillor Dennis Dick, 
adding that several busi¬ 
ness owners have asked 
why they should abide by 
their site plans if compli¬ 
ance is not going to be 
enforced. 

"It’s not the intent of this 
council to allow special 
treatment. This has caused 
me some grief.” 

Councillor Jamie King 
was the only vote against 
proceeding as outlined in 
the report. 

“I would like to know 
what factors led to this 
property being identified 
as being in particular need 
of compliance as opposed 
to other properties,” he 

He asked about standard 
policies and penalties, try¬ 
ing to get to the bottom of 
whether all non-compliant 
site plans are treated 
equally. 

Planning director 
Stephen Bedford cited two 
or three others that dated 
back several years, but in 

able to work with the prop¬ 
erty owners to eventually 
see them completed, he 
said. In the case of the 
Niagara Stone Road prop¬ 
erties, he has received 
complaints. 

He told the Advance that 
in searching the records 
from 2002 on, he could 
only find one other site 
plan agreement that has 
not been completed, and it 
is minor in nature. 

King said he also has 
concerns about the finan¬ 
cial and legal Implications 
if there are other cases that 
haven’t been treated as 
aggressively. 

The report and recom¬ 
mendations will come 
back to council for ratifica¬ 
tion Monday.

‘Poor school’ poorly conceived 


T \ Tty isaschoolforlow -

V V dents a bad idea? There are 
so many reasons. 

It’s already being labeled the poor 
school, some are even calling it the 
poor stupid school. Harsh, harsh 
words. But likely reflective of com¬ 
ments students who attend will hear. 

Let's say for the sake of argument 
that enduring that derision would be 
worth the price of a better education. 
But would it be a better education? 

While there is ample evidence that 
some students from some low-income 
families need a hand up to get to post¬ 
secondary education, where is the 
proof that busing them out of their 
neighbourhood is the way to offer them 
that hand? Much easier to find would 
be confirmation that they can be aided 
within their own community school. 

Other words that are being tossed 
around since the DSBN’s decision: 
Segregation. Isolation. Discrimination. 
Does this sound like a healthy way to 


assist kids who are already struggling 
with a poor self-image? 

The negative feedback from the pub¬ 
lic—and not just in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, where many residents have their 
own beef with the board—has been 
overwhelming, but so far there has 
been no sign that trustees are listening. 

This is a badly conceived plan, an ill- 
judged decision, and to continue down 
this road would indicate an arrogance 
and disdain that should be the board’s 
undoing. 

We’ve heard that a Brock University 
professor hopes to talk to our trustees 
about Pathways to Education, a pro¬ 
gram that exists across Canada, work¬ 
ing quietly with disadvantaged students 
in their home schools. It has been 
proven successful, makes so much 
more sense, would cost less and cause 
far less fuss for all concerned. 

Our trustees need a way to gracefully 
exit the mess they have created. Maybe 
Pathways is their passage to a better 
option. 


Simpson to discuss pharmaceutical industry

Sean worked for a time in 
marketing for a major chug 
company, so he is very 
familiar with both sides of 
the industry. 

Patients can benefit from 
the clinical trials for the

drugs that are being 
researched. 

The trials give patients 
access to top-notch medical 
care, the most recent infor¬ 
mation available and more 
frequent check-ups, he said. 
Even if a patient is on a 
placebo, there is more 
opportunity to learn about 
their disease. 

But how do patients 
access the trials if they don’t 


know about t them? 

Ask your pharmacist He 
is the one most likely to 
know the answers. 

Simpson says by talking 
about the 13-step process 
from research through trials, 
reviews and to market, “I 
hope people will have an 
understanding of the com¬ 
plexity of the system and 
how it works, most of the 
time in our favour." 

He is often asked about 
chugs that are available in 
the US but not in Canada, he 

"We are unique, and most 
times that’s safer for the 
patients. I will also talk 
about what happens when a 
drug is rushed to market." 

He will be at the library 
Wednesday, Feb. 9, at 2 p.m. 
and again at 7 p.m., and 
there is always time for 
questions.

Major concerns 
need attention 

While not presuming to 
represent a majority, silent 
or otherwise, we feel obliged 
to point out some salient 
aspects of the Randwood 
Estate development propos¬ 
al. 

It is easy to be seduced by 
the idea of a Romance Inn 
and Spa without a careful 
examination of the specifics 
of the development. As it 
stands there are major con¬ 
cerns which need to be 
addressed. 

The first is the scale of this 
proposal which inherently 
necessitates underground 
parking A 50-room hotel 
and 100-seat restaurant 
could be served by the 
above-ground parking as it 
exists and not involve a 
huge investment of time and 
money with the resultant 
pollution, traffic, and noise 
from air conditioning, sump 
pumps and other associated 
mechanical devices. Access 
to the underground parking 
as proposed contravenes the 
restrictions wisely instituted 
by the planning department 


The 50-foot buffer zone was 
deemed necessary when the 
School of Philosophy 
catered to a 100 students— 
how much more necessary 
will it be now. 

A further complication is t 
that the boundary between 
our properties is delineated 
by an arm of the One Mile 
Creek, subject to flooding. 
Although this is marked on 
the site plan, it is absent 
from the flood plain docu¬ 
ment obtained from the 
watershed planner at the 
Niagara Peninsula 
Conservation Authority. 

This is a mistake which 
needs to be corrected. 

Along with our neigh¬ 
bours, we have discussed 
these issues and many oth¬ 
ers with Gary Peterson who 
assures us they will be 
addressed. For example: 
restricting the height of the 
distribution centre, remov¬ 
ing the 20-plus windows 
overlooking our property 
and moving it back 15 feet 
away from the hedge. In 
addition, he stated that 
access to the underground 
parking will not intrude into 
the buffer zone and will be 
moved to the other side of 
the Coach House. 


The distribution centre 
would consist of classrooms 
for a variety of activities. He 
even saw a need to plant 
more trees to improve the 
screening and reduce the 
noise pollution in the buffer 

Serous reservations 
remain, however, as to the 
problems attendant upon 
such a massive undertaking. 
As bed and breakfast hosts, 
we have entertained visitors 
to our lovely town and know 
what attracts them: the the¬ 
atre, the wineries and their 
award-winning restaurants, 
the unique shops, the bou¬ 
tique hotels and B&B 
accommodations as 
opposed to the large-scale 
enterprises in neighbouring 
Niagara Falls.

Neighbourhood 
schools best 

Poverty Is a huge obstacle 
for many children living in 
the Niagara Region today. 

The Ministry of Education 
has offered many different 
programs to assist school 
boards in lessening the 
effects of poverty in the class¬ 
room. The "Pathways in 
Education" strategy that 
many school boards are 
implementing is getting posi¬ 
tive results. 

There are grants available 
for tutoring programs, nutri¬ 
tion programs for either 
snack or breakfast programs. 
These programs have been 
implemented at some DSBN 
sites, but it seems that the 
DSBN has not embraced the 
strategy of delivering 
resources to all schools. 

By allowing high schools to 
become specialized, the divi¬ 
sive attitudes have become 
much more prevalent in the 
community. DSBN needs to 
return to a philosophy that 
neighbourhood schools are 
the best place to educate stu¬ 
dents. These school commu¬ 


nities need to be planned 
with reasonable boundaries 
that ensure schools will have 
significant populations to 
generate funding that permits 
a variety of programming for 
all students who attend the 
school. The board should be 
able to identify where these 
additional resources for 
impoverished students are 
needed. 

A strong board plan for 
implementation should be 
developed so that all impov¬ 
erished students have the 
same chance for success, not 
just a fraction that through 
the luck of a lottery system 
will get a chance at an educa¬ 
tional experience that should 
be available to every publicly 
funded pupil space. 

One of the fundamental 
founding principles of public 
education was to educate the 
poor children in society. This 
principle needs to be a key 
focus in every neighbour¬ 
hood school, not just an 
experiment that serves a frac¬ 
tion of the poor children 
entrusted to the DSBN for a 
public education.

In fact, there was such an 
amazing response to that 
announcement that not only 
were all seven courses 
signed up within a single 
day, but enough people 
were asked to be put on a 
waiting list that we will need 
to offer a similar series again 
in the spring. 

The courses will be once 
or twice a week, in the after¬ 
noon for an hour and a half, 
with titles such as 
Introduction to Computers, 
Internet and Web Browsing, 
Files and Folders, E-mail 
Basics, and Word Processing 


Basics. 

In addition, several com¬ 
munity groups have come 
forward to arrange to use the 
lab, such as the Willowbank 
School of Restoration Arts. 

Apparendy, Willowbank 
had used the computer lab 
at Niagara District 
Secondary School to teach 
their students computer 
assisted design (CAD), but 
with the closing of NDSS last 
June, that option is no 
longer possible. 

So last week, Willowbank 
students used the library 
computer lab for the first 
time and, if their reaction is 
typical, they will be doing so 
once a week for the foresee¬ 
able future. 

As Shelley Huson, 
Director of Education and 
School Programs at 
Willowbank, said in a voice 
mail message: “The students 
loved the space and it 
worked out great!” 

That same week, the 
Brock University Cool 
Climate Onology and 
Viticulture Institute 

(CCOVI) also used the lab to 
inform local members about 


such themes as winter vine 
damage and viticulture 
techniques. And their reac¬ 
tion was very positive as 
well. 

Since there is a wide vari¬ 
ety of groups using the lab, if 
there are any other busi¬ 
nesses or not-for-profit 
groups in NOTL that would 
also like to look into booking 
for staff training or meet¬ 
ings, let this be their invita¬ 
tion to make an inquiry by

In the meantime, for all 
those adults waiting for the 
next round of mini comput¬ 
er courses, watch for further 
announcements in March, 
or a call back from the 
library if you are already on 
a waiting list.

NOR tourism could be re-invented’ 


The provincial and federal gov¬ 
ernments are being asked for 
more than $2-million to fund 

in Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

The town is being asked for 
$150,000. 

Members of the NOTL 1812 
bicentennial committee updated 
councillors Monday on their 
progress, and the events they 
intend to roll out over the next 
four years. 

While a list of "signature 
events” will go ahead with or 
without government funding, the 
scale and complexity of the 
events will depend on the level of 
funding, said communication 

The events that will be staged 
over 1000 days will increase 
awareness of the town’s history 
and culture, and will continue to 
attract visitors for generations to 
come, he said. 

The events include three 
stepped-up Canada Day celebra¬ 
tions, the opening ceremony over 
three days in June, 2012, the 
Batde of Queenston Heights, the 
Batde of Fort George, the occupa¬ 
tion and burning of the Old 
Town, the burning of St. Davids 
and finally the signing of the 
Treaty of Ghent, Dec. 24, 2014, 
which launched 200 years of 

The $150,000 that has been 
requested from the town will be 
seed money, funding initial mar¬ 
keting and paying for a full-time 
communications officer— 
NOTL’s Lyle Williams has already 
begun the job of marketing 
events and Alexander promised 
he will be kept busy for the next 
four years. 

Williams is working with the 
museum, hotels, restaurants, 
wineries and bed and breakfasts 
to spread the news about bicen¬ 
tennial events, and expects local 
enthusiasm will encourage visi¬ 
tors to return for the celebrations. 

Alexander says the events will 
be international and of such a 
scale that bicentennial celebra¬ 
tions will "reinvent tourism” in 
NOTL. 

So far, he said, provincial and 
federal funding has been directed 
at improving infrastructure, but 
the NOTL 1812 committee was 
asked to provide a list of events 
and costs, and is optimistic that 
funding will come through. 
Based on that expectation, he 
doesn’t anticipate coming back 
to council for more funding, he 
added. 

Several councillors said they 
support the work of the commit¬ 
tee, but have difficulty with the 
$150,000 request at a time when 
town staff is wrestling with a tight 
budget. 

But Lord Mayor Dave Eke says 


the committee has credibility and 
has shown the calibre of its plan¬ 
ning. 

“This is such an important 
period of the development of 
Canada that so few know about. 
We have a great opportunity here 
to reinvent our town and attract 
tourism. The dollars you are 
looking for will bring dividends to 
NOTL," said Eke. 

“”2011 is the key year to make 
things happen from 2012 to 2014. 
We have to plan for benefits. 
Hopefully all the stars will align in 
the heavens to make this hap- 


The committee is also hoping 
to raise $2.5 million from corpo¬ 
rate and individual sponsors, 
national as well as local, said 
Alexander. 

The town could look at rev¬ 
enue sources such as parking, 
and at borrowing from reserves 
so that taxpayers aren’t on the 
hook, suggested Councillor 
Dennis Dick. 

Town administrator Mike 
Galloway said staff will look at the 
request and report back to coun-

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DSBN’s plan for low-income school draws storm of opposition

Samantha Battersby, 
mother of two, has so many 
concerns about a school 
for low-income students 


she doesn’t know where to 

“I am completely baffled 
at the board’s decision," 
she says. 

The Niagara District 
Secondary School gradu¬ 
ate has heard the school 
board’s plan to have no 
more than 75 kids per 
grade to raise students’ 
grades and set their sights 
on post-secondary schools. 

“Didn’t the board just 
close Niagara District 
because of low enrol¬ 
ment?" she asks. 

“Graduating from ND, 
my grade was one of the 
first low-enrolment years. 
We had about 70 students 


in Grade 9. The board used 
these low numbers to justi¬ 
fy closing Niagara-on-the- 
Lake’s community high 
school, saying it wasn’t 
practical to run a high 
school with such low enrol¬ 
ment numbers. Now they 
decide that small grades 
would be beneficial to the 
student body, and get to 
use our tax payers' dollars 
to open a new school.” 

But the board decision to 
open a school for low- 
income students is wrong 
for so many more reasons, 
she says. 

With three-year-old and 
nine-month old daughters, 
she and fiance Samuel 


Comeau, also an NDSS 
graduate, say no way would 
they consider sending their 
kids to the DSBN academy, 
which will begin at Grade 6 
and extend through high 
school. 

She thinks, based on 
income, her children 
would qualify, although 
both parents have jobs. 

She has finished one year 
at Niagara College, and her 
fiance has attended the 
Ontario Truck Driving and 
Heavy Equipment Training 
school—she isn’t sure if 
that would disqualify them. 

Another requirement, 
she points out, is the stu¬ 
dent must be motivated to 


attend college or university 
and be at or just below 
their grade level expecta- 

If they are motivated and 
near grade level, do they 
really need to be bused out 
of their community to a 
special school, she asks. 

Like so many others 
commenting on the board 
decision through letters to 
the editor and facebook 
pages, she asks why the 
board doesn’t just allocate 
similar resources in home 
schools.

"The stigma is going to 
be so negative, that itself 
will be another obstacle for 
the students to overcome,” 
she says. 

“I can’t imagine standing 
up and saying ‘I’m poor 
and my child isn't as smart 
as the rest of the kids.' The 
board should use the 
resources to help every stu¬ 
dent who needs it, in their 
home school, whatever the 
reason.” 

That idea makes sense to 
many people, including a 
Brock professor who has 
asked to speak to board 
trustees at their next meet¬ 
ing. Kevin Gosine is a con¬ 
sultant and researcher for 
Pathways to Education, a 
program with similar goals 
to the DSBN Academy, but 
helps students in their 
home school by offering 
academic, social, financial 
and advocacy support. 


Pathways is now operating 
successfully in six locations 
across Canada, helping stu¬ 
dents finish high school 
and make it to university or 

Others have pointed out 
that the DSBN website lists 
similar programs for stu¬ 
dents from Grade 7 
through high school—pro¬ 
grams that create an envi¬ 
ronment to help “each indi¬ 
vidual student find their 
learning style and their 
motivation,” says board 
director Warren Hoshizaki. 

But the school for low- 
income students, the board 
says, will help students 
move on to post-secondary 
studies through tutoring, 
mentoring, and breakfast 
and lunch programs. It will 
also help with applications 
to post-secondary schools 
and for scholarships and

their support, including 
Community Care, Brock 
University, Niagara 

College, Niagara Region, 
the YMCA of Niagara, 
Elementary Teachers 


Federation of Ontario and 
the Ontario Secondary 
School Teachers 

Federation. 

The OSSTF has since 
withdrawn its support, say¬ 
ing a number of its con¬ 
cerns have not been 
addressed. 

Trustee Jonathan Fast, 
one of two trustees who 
voted against the new 
school—both serving their 
first term on the board- 
says he had two weeks from 
the time he first heard 
about the issue at a plan¬ 
ning meeting until the 
night of the vote. His initial 
gut reaction was that it was 
a bad idea to segregate stu¬ 
dents based on income, but 
he took the time to do his 
homework, and was even 
more convinced when 
trustees voted 10 days ago 
that they were on the 
wrong track. 

He thought he was the 
only one seeing it that way, 


voted with him. 

The strong negative reac¬ 
tion he has heard from the 
public—there is a facebook 
page with growing mem¬ 
bership to stop the school 
—reinforced his confi¬ 
dence in his vote, he said. 

“I just looked at all sides 
of the issue, wanting to 
come up with as wise a 
decision as I could, and I 
came to the conclusion 
that this is the wrong 
method to address this 
problem. I think instead 
there are a lot of better 
ways to work within the 
existing school communi¬ 
ties.” 

MPP Kim Craitor said 
said he has had many 
phone calls about the new 
school since it was 
approved—not one of 
them positive. 

“I wasn’t there, I’m not a 
trustee, but I have to say I 


don’t understand it. From 
what I’ve seen and heard, 
from the calls that came in, 
it seems to stigmatize kids. 
It just seems wrong for the 
kids." 

Craitor says he can't 
“walk in and tell the board 
what to do,” but he added 
that maybe it’s time to look 
at the autonomy of school 
boards. 

The DSBN Academy is 
scheduled to open to 
Grade 6 and 7 students at 
Empire School in Welland 
in September. That school 
is slated for closure in June.

Museums are most often 
considered places to visit 
during vacations. 

In Niagara-on-the-Lake, 
the month of February is set 
aside for locals to visit their 
museum. 

"At the Niagara Historical 
Museum we often get resi¬ 
dents who come in and say, 
'I’ve lived here for years, but 
I have never been to the 
museum,’” says the muse¬ 
um’s managing director 
Sarah Maloney. 

This is probably common 
among many communities 
with a local history museum, 
she says. However there is so 
much to learn about NOTL, 
which is rich with history 
and culture. 

“The residents of this town 
are the cheerleaders for 
NOTL. They promote the 
town through their business¬ 


es and by recommending 
things to see. They answer 
visitors’ questions about 
where historic sites are, who 
Brock and Simcoe were and 
what happened during the 
War of 1812," says Maloney.

What the museum offers is 
unparalleled to other local 
history museums, she says. 

“We have artefacts whose 
significance to the history of 
Canada is on par with the 
collections of large national 
museums. We have items 
that experts and scholars 
come to research. We have a 
permanent gallery which 
chronicles the history of this 
great community, covering 
over 10,000 years of history. 
We have temporary exhibits 


that change twice each year, 
highlighting specific aspects 
of our history or offering 
travelling exhibitions of 
interest."

Without the government 
incentive, it’s difficult to be 
competitive with the rest of 
the wreckers, who don’t 
take the time or have the 
equipment to carry out the 
process properly, he said. 

“We live and work in an 
unregulated environment 
as far as automotive recy¬ 
cling goes." 

The federal government 
pledged $92 million, and 
the funding has come to an 
end, he said. 

In Ontario about half a 
million cars come off the 
road each year, and with 
increased steel prices that 
number can go up to 
600,00, said Dingman. But 
members of the Ontario 
Automotive Recyclers 
Association, who 
are carrying out 
environmental, 
above-board recy¬ 
cling, only see 
about 200,000 
vehicles a year. 

The rest, he 
says, are crushed 
whole, fluids and 
all, and sent for 
recycling. 

Some manufac¬ 
turers—at the 


goal of the association, is 
for an accreditation process 
that would allow only 
wreckers who follow 
national standards, with 
regular third-party audit¬ 
ing, to recycle vehicles. 
Only about 15 per cent of 
those across Ontario would 
fall into that category now, 

“I’m really sorry this pro¬ 


gram isn’t continuing. 
Nobody wants to see those 
fluids flowing down Four 
Mile Creek to Lake Ontario. 
But we will work toward the 
next phase, where everyone 
has the same regulations 
and we are all on a even 
playing field.”
